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Ever gone home at night . . . footsore and weary . . . wishing that you could find 
a cure for these aching feet? Well, we can’t guarantee the results . . . but we came across 
this article on foot care that might be helpful in just such a situation. 


Keep Cool From The Ground Up 

By Dr. Benjamin Kauth, Director, American Foot Care Institute 


The key to foot health at all times is suitable 
footwear. Shoes which fit properly and evaporate 
foot moisture quickly and effectively, will not only 
help to prevent "athlete’s foot,” but will relieve 
the many other discomforts which affect most of 
the population during the summer. 

Foot specialists recommend the use of all-leather 
shoes in summer as well as winter. The leather up¬ 
pers and soles permit free evaporation of perspira¬ 
tion and thus inhibit the growth of athlete’s foot 
fungi by denying the little bugs the hot, moist 
environment in which they thrive. Likewise such 
leather shoes minimize chafing or rubbing, which 
are common when the foot becomes damp and hot. 

Summer wreaks havoc with feet for other reasons 
besides the heat and dampness. For one, most 
people, even the most sedentary, tend to do more 
walking, and, at the same time, are less careful 
about the kind of shoes they put on. 

Eighty per cent of the Canadian people suffer 
from some sort of foot disability—according to 
foot specialists—and abuse of the feet brings to 
life every dormant ache and pain. 

Devoting a little time and thought to the selec¬ 
tion of shoes can eliminate foot trouble. The main 
objectives are to wear shoes that will keep your feet 
cool and which fit properly, so that they provide 
comfortable support. And this doesn’t mean that 
you have to wear drab numbers. Be as gay as your 
spirit impels you, but just remember the following 
advice from the foot specialists: 

Buy shoes that are roomy, without slipping, since 
your feet will inevitably swell toward the end of 
the day. Make certain that the shoes are well- 
constructed, with supple leather uppers and flexible 
leather soles. Leather’s breathing qualities will cool 
the feet by means of rapid evaporation of moisture. 
Don’t assume that you’ll "break in” pairiful shoes 
as you wear them. Certainly, something is going 
to give—and the chances are it will be your feet, 
which are a lot tenderer than the sturdy leather. 
Take the trouble to get a shoe that feels comfort¬ 
able when you are trying it on. 

Ffowever, that’s only half the cure. Once you 
have these comfortable shoes, don’t abandon them 
at the slightest pretext for sneakers. Many a foot¬ 
sore vacationist knows that the sneakers which feel 
so unrestricting the first few minutes you have 
them on are responsible for a large part of summer 
foot troubles. 

For one, the impermeable rubber sole—and this 
goes for other rubber-soled footgear—encourages 
moisture to collect on the foot and prevents it from 
being evaporated. In addition, sneakers do not offer 
the necessary arch and instep support required for 
most summer activities. On the tennis court, wear 
sneakers by all means—but change into your regu¬ 
lar shoes as soon as the referee calls, "game, set and 
match.” 


Remember, your feet are like the bulbs of ther¬ 
mometers. Build a fire under them and the heat 
rises, until all of you is hot, irritated and uncom¬ 
fortable. 

In an attempt to reduce the toll taken by hot 
weather, pediatrists have prepared the following 
few simple rules which, if observed, can mean more 
comfortable feet. Here they are: 

1. Wash Frequently. Bathe your feet frequently 
in tepid water, dry carefully and use foot powder 
afterwards. 

2. Change Often. Never wear the same shoes 
two days in succession, and change socks or stock¬ 
ings at least daily. 

3. Wear Right. For coolness and ventilation 
wear all-leather shoes, both soles and uppers. Save 
sneakers and playshoes for beach or soft surfaces 
only. 

4. Fit Right. Be sure to wear the proper size 
shoe and stocking (half-inch longer than the 
longest toe). 

5. Exercise. Limber up your feet at intervals— 
they have muscles, too, remember. Wiggle your 
toes! 

6. Prevent Athlete’s Foot. Ringworm of the 
foot thrives only on a hot, soggy environment. 
Wear leather soles which absorb foot perspiration. 

7. Take Care. Don’t be a "bathroom surgeon.” 
If your feet need attention consult a qualified 
pediatrist or chiropodist.

TELEPHONES 

The Store recently conducted a campaign to improve telephone courtesy on the part of 
all the members of the staff. Over 1,400 Eatonians viewed a film entitled "Telephone 
Courtesy,” shown under the auspices of the Superintendent’s Office and the Educational 
Department. Here are a few points worth remembering in connection with telephone 
courtesy: 

almost anyone can cultivate a good voice by observ¬ 
ing the proper techniques. 

Probably one very essential fact that is generally 
overlooked is the need to know the merchandise in 
your department. It is necessary to know exactly 
what is in stock, what colours are available, and 
what^phe prices are, as well as the sizes, and, more 
important, to know how to convey the information 
to the customer.
